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Councillor 
fears for 
future of 
Oswestry

OSWESTRY IS missing out 
on badly-needed jobs 
because Government cash is 
being pumped into towns 
over the border, a councillor 
has claimed. 

Councillor Bill Benyon 
says he is growing increas¬ 
ingly concerned about the 
lack of employment oppor¬ 
tunities and said that jobs 
were being lost to neigh¬ 
bouring towns over the 
Welsh border. 

He said both Welshpool 
and Wrexham benefited 
from Government backed 
funding schemes. 

“Oswestry’s position on 
the Welsh border means 
that to the north and south 
of us towns are receiving 
Welsh Assembly Govern¬ 
ment backing to provide 
employment. We get noth¬ 
ing,” said Councillor 
Benyon. 

“Our very geographic 
location is working against 
us and I fear for the town’s 
future unless more employ¬ 
ment opportunities become 
available. 

“People are being forced 
to move away from Oswes¬ 
try, particularly our young 
people. 

“What chance do the 
youngsters of the town have 
of finding employment? 

“Opportunities for employ¬ 
ment expansion in Oswestry 
are extremely limited. 

“It is vital that plans for 
the new supermarket devel¬ 
opment are not delayed. 
This could provide up to 500 
jobs for the town and they 
can’t come soon enough.” 

Oswestry Town council is 
now calling for a meeting 
with Mark Pembleton, 
Shropshire Council’s Head 
of Economic Development. 



DRINKING TEENS: 
PARENTS BEAMED 


A LANDLORD THIS week revealed the 
full scale of Oswestry’s under-age 
drinking problem and told the town’s 
parents: You have to take your share 
of the blame. 

Lawrence Francis, vice-chairman of Oswestry 
Pubwatch, said too many teenagers were being 
allowed out into town at night and parents 
needed to do more to stop their children break¬ 
ing drinking laws. 

Mr Francis, landlord of the Red Lion, said parents treated 


their 16 and 17-year-old chil¬ 
dren as adults and turned a 
blind eye to them visiting 
pubs. 

He also warned that older 
brothers and sisters were 
adding to the problem by 
giving under-age drinkers 
identification documents 
such as passports to use. 

His warning comes after 
the Chronicle exclusively 
revealed last week that the 
first permanent Community 
Alcohol Partnership scheme 
would be launched in town. 

Today Mr Francis said: 
“The major problem we have 
is that parents of 17 year 
olds consider their children 
to be adults and let them go 
into the pubs. 

Parents 

“Their child may look 19 
or 20 years old and may bor¬ 
row their older brother or 
sister’s passport. Most of the 
under-age drinkers are 
between 17 and 18 and 
because parents consider 
them to be adults they won’t 
do anything to stop it, but it 
is still against the law. 

“Trading standards are 
trying to keep it to the mini¬ 
mum age and they are doing 
their checks but it all falls 
down on the parents’ side 
when they let their children 
break the law.” 

The Pubwatch vice-chair¬ 
man said pubs were being 
“tarred” with under-age 
drinking but said the termi¬ 
nology made people believe 
14 or 15 year olds were being 
served. 

“The problems we are 
having is 16 or 17 year olds.

“We’ve got parents letting 
their children out dressed as 
an adult at 7 pm and then 
they don’t come in until 
3am. These parents have got 
to be responsible for their 
children and where they 
are,” he said. 

“Parents complain but 
they are letting their chil¬ 
dren go out with a large 
amount of money, dressed 
much older than they are 
and then they complain. 

“The majority of the prob¬ 
lems is older siblings and 
lack of parental control. Par¬ 
ents are too keen to blame 
everyone else for their lack 
of control. 

“We are going to work 
with parents and trading 
standards to encourage par¬ 
ents to take control of their 
own children.” 

Mr Francis said it would 
be impossible to ask for iden¬ 
tification off every customer 
who came into a pub. 

“If you’ve got 10 people in 
a group who buy in rounds 
you cannot make each one of 
them queue at the bar to 
show their ID as one or two 
of them may be a few months 
short of their 18th birthday. 

“The town would stop 
still. It is a problem but we 
are hoping we will come to 
some solution,” he said. 

Last week councillors said 
they hoped the crackdown 
scheme would axe the 
town’s “unfortunate reputa¬ 
tion.”

Leisure 
centre will 
not have 
new cafe 

CAMPAIGNERS HAVE lost 
their fight for a cafe in 
Oswestry’s new leisure cen¬ 
tre. 

The Facebook campaign - 
which attracted more than 
1,000 signatures - urged 
Shropshire Council to 
rethink its plan to install 
only vending machines at 
the new centre. 

Campaigners said the cafe 
at the old leisure centre had 
been a vital community 
facility and should be moved 
to the new site. 

But town councillors 
heard this week the council 
would not be changing its 
mind. 

Councillor Steve Charm- 
ley, portfolio holder for cul¬ 
ture and leisure, told the 
town council the decision 
had been made. 

He said the running of the 
new facility was to be out¬ 
sourced and that the scheme 
did not involve a kitchen or 
catering facility other than 
vending machines. 

Anne Griffiths, who 
organised the 1,103 name 
petition, said she was disap¬ 
pointed that the town coun¬ 
cil had heard the news 
before she had. 

“When we handed in the 
petition we were told that we 
would be informed of any 
decision but I have not heard 
anything,” she said. 

“It is very disappointing 
news that the council has 
chosen not to listen to the 
voices of the cafe’s regular 
customers.” 

College staff 
set to strike 

TEACHING STAFF at an 
Oswestry college were due to 
take strike action today in 
protest at proposed changes 
to their pension arrange¬ 
ments. 

Members of the Univer¬ 
sity and College Union 
(UCU) were set to walk out 
at Walford and North Shrop¬ 
shire College. 

The industrial action - 
part of a national day of 
action - is expected to cause 
disruption for students at 
campuses in both Oswestry 
and Walford. 

Union officials estimated 
about two thirds of lecturers 
and teaching staff at WNSC 
are members of the union 
and could take part. 
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Oswestry has far too 
many pubs - landlord 


OSWESTRY HAS too many 
pubs and the number of 
licensees should be capped, a 
Pubwatch chief warned 
today. 

Lawrence Francis, vice- 
chairman of Oswestry Pub- 
watch scheme, said more 
licensed premises simply 
increased problems and cre¬ 
ated more policing costs. 

He said there was not 
enough drinkers to fill the 
numerous premises as there 
had been in the past when 
soldiers were based at Park 
Hall Army camp and people 
did not drink at home or in 
cafes and restaurants. 

Mr Francis, licensee of 
The Red Lion, said: “In the 
modern pub market there’s 
too many pubs. 

“The number of pubs and 
number of licensees needs to 
be scaled down. 

“If you’ve got 100 
licensees in the town you 
need extra police, extra secu¬ 
rity and then that puts extra 
costs on the tax payer. 

“In a lot of other towns 
they have recognised that and 
capped the issuing of licences 
but in Oswestry we just seem 
to be issuing more and more 
licences and not less. 

“I think that most land¬ 
lords would agree there’s too 
many pubs in Oswestry. 

“There’s quite a few with 
holding companies where 
they’ve just got managers in

and you see them having 12 
managers in 12 months.” 

Mr Francis said the num¬ 
ber of customers in pubs, 
particularly during the 
week, proved there was too 
many premises. 

He said he had often seen 
only 20 people in some of the 
largest pubs in Oswestry 
during the week. 

But Mr Francis said it was 
vital to realise that it was a 
team effort and everyone 
needed to work together to 
crack down on the problems 
they faced. 

Eager 

He said landlords were 
eager to find out more about 
the new Oswestry-Commu¬ 
nity Alcohol Partnership 
which is due to be launched 
in the town. 

He said the next Pub- 
watch meeting would see all 
of the partners involved dis¬ 
cuss what steps everyone 
needed to take. 

“It’s a shared responsibil¬ 
ity and a shared problem,” 
Mr Francis added. 

Pubwatch bosses have 
urged any licensees not 
already in the scheme to join 
by turning out at the 
monthly meetings on the 
first Tuesday of every month 
at the Red Lion at 10am.

Council to 
muck in 
on play 
area work 


WHITTINGTON PARISH 
councillors have agreed to 
refurbish the village’s main 
playground. 

The play area in Castle 
Meadows, next to the Castle 
Fields, was constructed 
many years ago and some of 
its equipment has been 
taken away over the years. 

At a recent parish council 
meeting councillors agreed 
to move forward with plans 
for a new look play area. 

Earlier the residents of 
Castle Meadows attended a 
meeting at the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Hall to inspect the 
plans and give suggestions.

Driver 
exposes 
himself 
to child 

A MAN EXPOSED himself 
to a young girl while she 
walked along a main road in 
a village near Oswestry. 

The girl, who is of primary 
school age, was walking in 
Gobowen on March 13 when 
she first noticed the man, 
who was sitting in a car near 
the entrance to the railway 
station and appeared to be 
staring at her. 

Police said she had contin¬ 
ued along the road when a 
few seconds later, the same 
man pulled up alongside her 
in his car, which was a small 
blue hatchback, and slowed 
down. 

When she looked across 
the man was exposing him¬ 
self to her. 

Constable Andrea 

Marston, who is investigat¬ 
ing the incident, said the vic¬ 
tim had been left shaken and 
upset by the incident, which 
was only reported to police 
on Monday. 

“The man was driving a 
small blue hatchback with 
distinctive white stripes on 
it,” she said. 

“He appears to have dri¬ 
ven out of the smaller car 
park by the entrance to Gob¬ 
owen Railway Station and 
then followed her along the 
road, before pulling along¬ 
side and exposing himself. 

“If anyone has any infor¬ 
mation as to who this man is 
or who saw a similar vehicle 
in the village during that 
afternoon, please could they

Chance to voice concerns 
on major power line plans 


A MAJOR NEW high voltage power line could be built between Mid 
Wales and Oswestry. Possible routes for the line - which would feed 
electricity from Mid Wales wind farms into the National Grid - were 
revealed at a special event yesterday. 

The 400kV connection would run from a new substation at either Cefn 
Coch or Abermule and take one of 10 suggested routes across the coun¬ 
tryside to feed into the National Grid at either Lower Frankton or Wig- 
marsh near Oswestry, or Walford Heath near Baschurch. 


Festival is

My heartfelt thanks go to all the 
local businesses, organisations, poets and 
performers who got involved and everyone 
who came along to enjoy the week.” 

Now in its second year, the festival is put 
together by a small festival team including 
representatives from The Best Of Oswestry, 
Booka Bookshop, Oswestry Library and 
Shropshire Council Libraries. 

“We have also had great support from 
Kinokulture, Attfield Theatre, 
Stagecoach, The Walls and Qube,” he said. 

“I would also like to sincerely thank the 
Oswestry Local Joint Committee for their 
support,” said Mr Waine.

National Grid spokesman, Jane Taylor 
stressed at an exhibition in Oswestry yes¬ 
terday that no detailed route had been cho¬ 
sen and that public consultation would help 
decide where both the substation and the 
line would go. 

Yesterday’s exhibition was the beginning 
of a six week travelling consultation exer¬ 
cise. 

Ms Taylor said the final route for the 
power line would depend on which site was 
chosen for the substation. 

If the substation is built at Cefn Coch then 
the connection to the high voltage national 
grid line would be made at either Lower 
Frankton or Wigmarsh. 

If Abermule was chosen then Walford 
Heath would also be looked at as a possible 
connection point. 

Important 

“It is too early to say whether the line 
would be an overground pylon or under¬ 
ground cabling. 

“This is one reason why the public con¬ 
sultation is so important. We need to hear 
the views of local people on where they 
think the line should go. 

“If there are special beauty spots that are 
loved by communities, for instance, they 
need to tell us,” she said. 

“Underground cabling is more expensive 
than overhead power lines but we are look¬ 
ing at every option at the moment.” 

Although the National Grid is avoiding 
major towns and built up areas, the sug¬ 
gested routes run close to a number of vil¬ 
lages. 

Those that might be affected include 
Llanfair Caereinion, Llansantfraid, 
Llanymynech and West Felton to the north, 
Criggion and Kinnerley and to the south 
Forden, Worthen, Wattlesborough Heath 
and Ford. 

Gordon Taylor, who lives to the south of 
Oswestry, said he was attending the exhibi¬ 
tion with an open mind. 

“No-one wants to have a pylon running 
close to their home or community,” he said. 

“But everyone expects to flick a switch 
and get instant electricity.” 

Exhibitions continue tonight in Alber- 
bury, on Friday in Baschurch and on Satur¬ 
day in Westbury. 

There will also be an exhibition at Aber¬ 
mule Community Centre on Saturday. 

Meetings continue through the coming 
weeks in Shropshire and mid Wales.

Powys Citizens Advice 
Bureau said people needed 
to be made aware of fake 
websites. 

Muriel Ryan, manager of 
Powys CAB, said she had 
received several calls from 
people who had been conned 
out of tickets and money by 
unofficial websites. 

She said: “We had a client 
who purchased some tickets 
to a music concert from 
what looked like a very offi¬ 
cial website and later discov¬ 
ered that she got completely 
scammed. 

“It is important to be 
aware of certain issues 
before making an online 
purchase and be confident 
the site is genuine. 
Researching the website 
that people are thinking of 
purchasing from can help 
determine how credible a 
site actually is. 

“For example it is impera¬ 
tive that every website has a 
full street address and a UK 
landline number, so this is 
definitely worth checking. 
If people are still in doubt, 
don’t be afraid to ask lots of 
questions before making a 
purchase. 

“When paying for tickets 
online, always pay by credit 
card.” 

She urged victims of 
scams to report incident to 
the police on 0845 3302000 
or 101.

The application was approved and the bouquet was pre¬ 
sented by Constable Jones on Monday. 

She said: “The lady had been through such an ordeal we 
wanted to help cheer her up. She was delighted with the 
flowers and said it was a lovely gesture.” 

Mr Ewels said the police community fund was a charity 
which helped victims of crime and community projects . 

“The money comes mainly from West Mercia employee 
donations and proceeds from selling unclaimed seized prop¬ 
erty,” he said.

Grandad 
died after 
falling 
off roof 

A GRANDFATHER DIED 
when he fell from a garage 
roof he was repairing, an 
inquest heard. 

Roger Jary, 78, of Salop 
Road, Welshpool, was work¬ 
ing on a garage in Little 
Henfaes Drive in the town 
when a panel collapsed on 
August 10 last year. 

Peter Maddox, Powys 
coroner, recorded a verdict 
of accidental death at the 
hearing at Welshpool Mag¬ 
istrates Court. 

The inquest heard that 
Mr Jary had been contacted 
by an estate agents to carry 
out the repairs and had got 
to work about 5pm. 

Mr Maddox read a state¬ 
ment from Geraint Jones, 
whose house Mr Jary was 
working at. 

It said: “I could hear 
Roger working and about 
5.20pm I went outside to 
ask if he could move his car 
so I could get mine out. 

“He told me that was no 
problem and he started to 
move towards where his 
ladder was, but the panel in 
the garage gave way and he 
fell through with it and I 
called 999.” 

Christopher Wilcox, 
Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive officer, said he found 
that the panel Mr Jary had 
fallen through had been 
loose from the pole support¬ 
ing it. 

He said: “One of the pan¬ 
els was not secured to the 
beam properly and this is 
the cause of the accident.” 

Mr Maddox said the med¬ 
ical cause of death had been 
recorded as fracture of first 
cervical vertebrae.

Councillor Peter Cherrington was appointed to represent 
the council on the steering committee. 

“The plan will be structured to adapt over time to con¬ 
tinually reflect desired outcomes for improving the eco¬ 
nomic, social and environmental wellbeing of the town,” 
said town clerk David Preston. 

The steering committee has agreed to appoint Resources 
For Change to carry out all the required research to create 
the plan. 

Achieve objectives 

Mr Tullo said the plan would determine the community’s 
priorities and identify actions required to achieve objec¬ 
tives. 

“We will create a framework for a meaningful and con¬ 
tinuing liaison process with the people of Oswestry and 
identify potential sources of funding,” he said. 

“We will produce a live town plan and action plan that 
reflects the needs of the town and its various communities, 
setting out clear milestones. 

“We aim to refresh the existing plan, making it capable of 
constant updating and work with the appropriate authori¬ 
ties and organisations to develop the plan. 

“The steering group will analyse the results of the com¬ 
missioned work and identify gaps in the information which 
may affect the validity of the plan and then propose ways to 
bridge the gaps. 

“It is vital that the plan best expresses the views and eco¬ 
nomic, social and environmental needs of the community,” 
he added.

We have a team of trained chefs here using fresh local produce, they are 
really enthusiastic about the quality of food. We’ve always run the Moreton 
knowing that you’re only as good as your last table. The other places may be 
cheap, but they’re often not as good.” 

The other thing the Lord Moreton offers is space: space to park, space to sit in 
(very) large groups. Being ideally situated next to one of the largest garden 
centres in the region makes for a great day out as well. We asked Alex who the 
pub was trying to appeal to. “The word we use most often when we think of our 
customers is ‘families’. Whether that 
lunch with their parents, granddads 
enjoying a pint of real ale whilst the 
nippers run riot in the playden, or 
cousins, aunts, uncles and 
extended families getting together 
in large parties enjoying a meal.”

Bill Benyon is a vastly experienced councillor I have 
known for mEmy years and he is very concerned, pEirticu- 
larly for the town’s young workforce. 

When Bill stEirts to bang the drum you know there is a 
problem and it appears Oswestry is becoming a hotspot for 
unemployment. 

The Town Council is so concerned about the job situation 
that it is tEiking up the matter with Mark Pembleton, 
Shropshire Council’s Head of Economic Development. 

There can be no doubt that employment will be top of the 
agenda when Oswestry Town Plan steering committee gets 
down to business on a five yeEir plan to improve the eco¬ 
nomic, social and environmental wellbeing of the town.

I’ll be watching with great interest as the new group 
attempts to get to grips with the town’s future.

ing the events of one of the biggest drug busts this country 
had ever seen. Operation Julie was a UK police investiga¬ 
tion into the production of LSD by two drug rings during 
the mid-1970s, involving 11 police forces over a two-and-a- 
half year period, 

It resulted in the break-up of one of the largest LSD man¬ 
ufacturing operations in the world. It culminated in 1976 
in six million ‘tabs’ of LSD, worth a then £100 million, 
being seized, 120 people arrested in the UK and France and 
over £800,000 discovered in Swiss bank accounts. 

It was heralded at the time as a major breakthrough and 
the signal of the end of the drug culture in the UK. 

I was in awe of the officers involved in the undercover 
operation. They trusted me and took me into their confi¬ 
dence -1 wonder how they feel now hearing this news? 

They lived rough, hiding in barns and hedgerows to 
bring the drug ring to justice yet it seems very little has 
changed - even in Mid Wales. 

The drug culture has never really gone away. 

Now it is more open and often accepted as the norm and 
is as prevalent now in Mid Wales as ever. 

I feel for those officers who sacrificed so much for so long 
back then. 


Their work was not in vain but how they must dread 
hearing such stories today.

John doesn’t hail from Oswestry. 
He’s a former native of Durham who 
lived in the North East for many yeEirs 
before relocating to the outskirts of 
Oswestry 20 yeEirs ago. 

He worked for two decades as an IT 
consultEmt, before spending five years 
as a professionEd business and IT coach. 
Five yeEirs ago, he launched the Oswes¬ 
try Food FestivEd and that helped him 
get to know companies. 

John says: “The food festival has 
been a great success. This year it’ll be 
our fifth birthday, so we’ll have a pEirty. 
My involvement in that gave me a sense 
of the quEdity of the businesses and 
everything connected with the town. 

“Thebestofoswestry had been fallow 
for about two yeEirs and it was some¬ 
thing that I was interested in. 

“I saw potential in that and spent a 
lot of time meeting the businesses. 
What I wanted to do was create a busi¬ 
ness community where the best com¬ 
panies had a stronger voice. 

“They didn’t have a particular pro¬ 
file, which I thought they should have.

One of the most popular features of 
John’s website is a shopping map of 
Oswestry. It was designed because 
many visitors who CEime into the town 
had no idea where to go.

John says: “We work closely with the 
businesses to help them with their 
marketing and promotion in many dif¬ 
ferent ways; online, offline, through 
social media and through promotions. 

“We do lots of things, we have get- 
togethers once every couple of months 
and we encourage businesses to write 
blogs.” 

Digital age 

The way that local companies do 
business has changed following the 
economic downturn, sparked by the 
collapse of Lehman Brothers. The rise 
of the digital age has also had a pro¬ 
found effect. 

John adds: “Before the economic 
downturn, there was probably 10 or 15 
yeEirs when things were pretty good for 
a lot of businesses. 

“However, ever since, the landscape 
has been much more volatile and 
things are changing every day. Petrol 
prices, the situation in Japan, they all 
affect people in Oswestry.” 

Twelve months ago, hardly any 
Oswestry businesses were using Twit¬ 
ter. Now, hardly any are not. 

John adds: “It’s amazing how 
quickly things have chEmged. Twitter

“I have a mission for Oswestry, to be 
a force for good.

“I think Oswestry is more dynamic.

What happened 
to make figures 
dip in recycling? 

Powys has always prided itself on being one of the leading 
counties in Wales in recycling its household waste. For 
many years we topped the league in our recycling rate - so 
our householders put much less waste into landfill sites 
than people from other council areas in Wales. 

Now Powys is near the bottom of the league, with only a 
few council areas below us in the table. 

What seems to be happening is that other councils have 
improved their performance (some quite dramatically) 
while our council is flat-lining. Anglesey, Bridgend, Den¬ 
bighshire and Wrexham all now achieve a recycling rate of 
50 per cent or more. The rate for Powys at the end of last 
year was 37 per cent, the same rate as in 2006. 

Perhaps someone can explain why we are failing to keep 
up with other councils in Wales and how we are going to hit 
the targets (52 per cent next year and 70 per cent in 2025) 
which the Assembly Government has set.

Justified 
to say the 
EU rulings

Peter Maddox, Powys 
coroner, recorded a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death at 
an inquest at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court. 

The inquest heard that 
William Cook and a group 
of friends were playing golf 
when they noticed smoke 
coming from Mr Turner’s 
house. 

Detective Constable 
Gemma Rees read from Mr 
Cook’s statement. 

She said: “Mr Cook and a 
fellow golfer approached 
the building and they man¬ 
aged to gain access to the 
house which at this point 
was well alight. 

Dangerous 

“They released a dog, but 
by this point the house was 
well alight and so danger¬ 
ous that they could not get 
up to the first floor, which 
is where Mr Turner was.” 

David Sheppard, a fire 
investigator for Mid & West 
Wales Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice, said: “While looking 
for a cause to the fire we 
found a small metal bowl 
and a gas cigarette lighter 
in the bed, which could be 
the cause. 

“Other than this there 
were also a number of can¬ 
dle sticks and incense burn¬ 
ers which could also have 
caused the blaze.” 

The cause of death was 
given as burning.

Council lends support 
to school campaign 


A MASSIVE CAMPAIGN to try 
to save Welshpool High 
School’s sixth form from clo¬ 
sure took a bumper step for¬ 
ward this week. 

Protesters fighting the closure 
plan want to hand out hundreds of 
car stickers to drum up support. 

Councillors in Welshpool want to print 
up to 1,000 of the stickers saying “Save 
Welshpool High School Sixth Form”. 

Members of Welshpool Town Council 
were expected to discuss a plan of action 
at a meeting last night. 

It comes weeks after a public consulta¬ 
tion on the future of all 13 secondary 
schools in Powys was launched. 

The county council has revealed plans 
to radically transform secondary educa¬ 
tion in Powys, which could result in the 
closure of some sixth forms. The propos¬ 
als include the possibility of merging 
some sixth forms and relocating others to 
Coleg Powys sites. 

Suggestion 

Robert Robinson, town clerk for 
Welshpool, said councillors had come up 
with a suggestion to make car stickers 
and to launch a petition. 

He said: “We want to keep the sixth 
form at Welshpool High School open and 
see no reason to change from the current 
situation. 

“We have come up with a suggestion of 
launching a petition to save the sixth 
form, and we also plan to print about 
1,000 car stickers with the line that we 
want to save the sixth form on. 

“The finance and general purposes 
committee has already recommended 
that we prepare them at a cost of £100 
but a full decision now rests with the full 
council on Wednesday.” 

He said that the council would also 
demonstrate outside Powys County 
Council’s offices in Llandrindod Wells 
when the committee making the decision 
met. 

Powys County Council is holding con¬ 
sultation meetings at all secondary 
schools and Coleg Powys campuses up 
until May.

Speak now 
on town's 
LDP plans, 
says clerk

THE PEOPLE of Welshpool are being warned 
to have their say on the town’s development 
plan before it is too late. 

A consultation day is being held on Tuesday to discuss 
plans which could see up to 1,000 new homes built in the 
next 16 years. 

Town clerk Robert Robinson has warned that people 
must attend and make their comments known if the Local 
Development Plan (LDP), which will dictate the area’s 
development until 2027, is to reflect local opinion. 

The consultation day is being organised by the town coun¬ 
cil in the Corn Exchange. 

“It has become clear that a vast majority of local residents 
do not realise the importance of this proposal and the fact 
that it will be the benchmark for all future planning per¬ 
missions,” said Mr Robinson. 

“Residents are warned that it will be too late to act once 
it is finalised. 

United response 

“The consultation is vital for people to make their feel¬ 
ings known so that we as a town council can revert back to 
the document’s authors with a united response. 

“We have informed residents as best we can about how 
important it is that they have their say now because there 
is no point moaning when it is too late.” 

With large parts of the town already tied up with parks 
and flood restrictions, it is believed that developers’ would 
probably look towards Red Bank for further town expan¬ 
sion. 

“It is up to the people of Welshpool to tell us on March 29 
what they want,” said Mr Robinson. 

“It is inevitable that new houses will be built but they will 
have a huge say as to where, how many and what else will 
come with it in terms of facilities and amenities. ” 

Mr Robinson said he has already spoken to a majority of 
the town’s land owners as well as estate agents and other 
interested parties.

Packed meetings reveal no 
support for school changes 


serve patients from around 
Oswestry have been hit by 
an outbreak of norovirus. 

Wrexham Maelor Hospi¬ 
tal and Chirk Community 
Hospital have both been hit 
by the winter vomiting bug. 

Wrexham Maelor Hospi¬ 
tal has been closed to almost 
all visitors. Six wards at the 
general hospital have been 
affected. 

Betsi Cadwaladr Univer¬ 
sity Health Board, which 
runs the hospitals, said 66 
patients and 10 staff had 
gone down with the bug. 

Maternity and paediatric 
wards have some visitor-ban 
exceptions as do terminally 
or critically-ill patients. 

Necessary 

Officials are to carry out a 
daily review but say the visi¬ 
tor ban at Wrexham Maelor 
is necessary to reduce the 
spread of the virus. 

Admissions to hospital 
and all outpatients depart¬ 
ments will continue to run 
normally. A daily review is 
in place. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Betsi Cadwaladr University 
Health Board said: “The 
ideal environment for this 
virus to spread is in any 
place where large numbers 
of people mix together, 
which is why outbreaks of 
the illness are particularly 
common in hospitals.” 

The main symptoms of 
norovirus infection are sud¬ 
den nausea and stomach 
ache followed by severe vom¬ 
iting and/or diarrhoea. 


THE«FIGHT*TO save schools in 
Oswestry threatened with clo¬ 
sure or merger produced tears, 
anger and defiance at meetings 
this week. 

Parents packed into meetings at 
Maesbury and St Martins to hear 
Shropshire Council’s plans for the 
future of their schools. 

At St Martins the plans would see the pri¬ 
mary closed and merged with Rhyn Park 
School on the secondary’s site in the village, 
creating Shropshire’s first all-through 
school. 

But at a meeting this week parents said 
the proposals came out of the blue to them. 

Parent Neil Thompson said: “We have a 
good school with no worries over numbers. 
This proposal came as a complete bomb¬ 
shell.” 

Public reaction 

David Taylor, who is the director of chil¬ 
dren’s services at the unitary council, said 
the proposal for an all-through school came 
from a meeting in St Martins and he said the 
consultation was to gauge public reaction. 

He stressed that if the proposal went 
ahead the staff at Ifton Heath primary 
school would all be re-employed at the new 
school with no redundancies. 

He told the meeting Rhyn Park Sec¬ 
ondary School had 216 unfilled places 
despite a good Ofsted report. 

But several parents said that any prob¬ 
lems at Rhyn Park should not affect Ifton 
Heath primary. 

And parish councillor Neil Graham told the 
meeting he wanted to see both schools in the 
village do well, but he did not know why the 
primary was being put forward for closure. 

He said: “We have heard no reasons why 
this school should close. 

“It should not be sacrificed to put a stick¬ 
ing plaster on Rhyn Park or the rest of 
Shropshire.

“Breaking this school will not mend Rhyn 
Park. 

“I want to see both schools thrive but this 
proposal is splitting the village and pitting 
people against each other.” 

Mother-of-three Gill Williams said she did 
not want to see children as young as three 
years old on the same site as older teenagers. 

Other parents pointed out that the pri¬ 
mary school was in the residential area of St 
Martins with lots of people walking their 
children to school. 

The secondary school was a mile away 
where there was much more traffic, the 
meeting was told. 

An informal vote of those at the meeting 
showed no one was in favour of the all- 
through school. 


Campaigners against the closure have 
posted letters of objection through letter¬ 
boxes in the village and are urging people to 
fill them in. 

“If they leave them outside their front 
doors we will pick them up on Wednesday,” 
a spokesman said. 

Meanwhile tears were shed when more 
than 100 people packed out a meeting to 
plead for Maesbury Primary, near Oswes¬ 
try, to be kept open. 

Concerns included seeing the village left 
without a community hub and transporting 
children to other schools and different areas. 

Mr Taylor was keen to point out at the 
meeting that no decisions had been made 
and that the council was open to ideas and 
suggestions. 


Anne Young, from Maesbury Marsh, who 
has two children - one of who goes to the 
school - was in tears when she spoke. 

She said: “I love this school,” and added 
she was concerned about the idea of sending 
her children on a bus to another school and 
feared for their safety. 

Alison Heard, also from Maesbury Marsh, 
pleaded with council officials: “Please keep 
our school open.” 

School supporters said the whole commu¬ 
nity used the building for events including 
fetes, fundraisers and car boot sales. 

Mr Taylor said: “We really do want to hear 
about the community impact. 

“A school is more than an institution it is 
part of the community. We have to seriously 
consider all these qualities.”

Alan Crowe, better known 
in entertainment circles as 
Ala Cra, said he had worked 
with Mr Harris, 71, who died 
on Friday after a two-year 
battle with cancer. 

He said: “Jet rose to fame 
as the blonde haired bass 
guitarist with The Shadows 
playing on many of their ear¬ 
lier hits as well as those 
backing Cliff Richard. ” 

In 1962, Jet launched a 
solo career and also had hits 
with Tony Meehan. 

“It is a great loss to the 
rock ‘n’ roll world, but Jet’s 
legacy will live on. I have 
worked with him on a num¬ 
ber of shows around the 
country and in the late 1980s 
he came to Welshpool to be a 
guest at an Ideal Home and 
Leisure Show I organised in 
the Town Hall for the Cham¬ 
ber of Trade. He played golf 
in the very first celebrity golf 
day that I organised which 
was in Newtown and in 2005 
he appeared at the town hall 
Welshpool as part of the win¬ 
ter festival.”

WORK ON a travellers’ site in Welshpool will 
be completed by July, council bosses said 
this week. 

The Withybeds is currently undergoing a 
major £970,696 revamp after a number of prob¬ 
lems at the site came to light. 

Powys County Council, which owns the site, said 
today work was on schedule to be completed by July. 

The council added that residents had also requested a 
“name change” for the site and it was now in the process of 
consulting town and community councils. 

Emma Savage, communi¬ 
cations officer for the county 


council, said: “We are look¬ 
ing at a range of options for 
renaming the Withybeds 
site and currently consult¬ 
ing with local town and com¬ 
munity councils. 

“Works at site are cur¬ 
rently on budget and 
expected to be completed in 
July.” 

The revamp work comes 
after the council carried out 
a feasibility study and report 
for the upgrading and rede¬ 
velopment of the site in 
2009. 

Among the problems 
which were identified in the 
report were health risks 
from a stagnant pond, ver¬ 
min infestation of the site 
and littered areas. 

The study also found that 
there was a lack of fire fight¬ 
ing equipment, of a clearly 
defined children’s play area, 
and there were health risks 
to users from potentially 
unsanitary conditions. 

Security risks for the 
occupiers and their posses¬ 
sions were also highlighted, 
along with safety risks for 
young children. 

Work has already sparked 
anger among some Welsh¬ 
pool residents, who claim 
that the money could be bet¬ 
ter used elsewhere. 


Councils to 
work closer 
together 

SHROPSHIRE Council 
wants to work more closely 
with Oswestry Town Council. 

Town councillors were 
told on Monday that the 
county authority had sig¬ 
nalled a new radical 
approach to de-centralising 
power and resources to local 
councils. 

The councillors received a 
letter from Keith Barrow, 
leader of Shropshire Council 
in which he said he was 
working to create Shrop¬ 
shire’s own version of the 
“Big Society” over the next 
few years. 

“This can only be achieved 
by forging deeper relation¬ 
ships with parish and town 
councils and the voluntary 
sector,” he wrote. 

“This signals Shrop¬ 
shire’s commitment to enter 
into a new, stronger rela¬ 
tionship with Oswestry 
Town Council as we address 
the locality working agenda 
together,” he added.

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Council 
to tackle 
parking 
problems 

ILLEGAL AND problem 
parking in the Welshpool 
area is to be tackled by the 
county council next week. 

Powys County Council is 
taking over the responsibil¬ 
ity for the enforcement of 
on-street parking and wait¬ 
ing restrictions from Dyfed 
Powys Police on April 1. 

Any vehicle found parked 
in contravention of restric¬ 
tions will be issued with a 
penalty charge notice by the 
civil parking enforcement 
team. 

A council spokesman said: 
“By encouraging motorists 
to comply with parking 
restrictions in car parks and 
out on the road, the new sys¬ 
tem aims to improve road 
safety, traffic flow and the 
environment. ” 

Dyfed Powys Police will 
no longer be able to issue 
fines for parking offences, 
other than dangerous park¬ 
ing and obstructions after 
next Friday. 

Posters will be displayed 
in shops and in the council’s 
leisure centres, libraries and 
customer service points and 
information leaflets will be 
available informing resi¬ 
dents and drivers. 

Fines will be £50 or £70 
depending on the serious¬ 
ness of the contravention. A 
discount of 50 per cent will 
apply if the penalty is paid 
within 14 days, reducing the 
charge to £25 or £35. 

All revenue from on-street 
penalty charges has to be 
used by the council to fund 
enforcement and adminis¬ 
tration of the scheme and 
any surplus will fund local 
parking, highway and trans¬ 
port improvements. 


Homes with real super heroes 




IT’S REALITY TV, but not 
quite as we know it. 

Sitting comfortably in his living 
room in Gungrog Road, Welshpool, 
resident Dai Cheney turns on his 
telly - and watches his own street. 
An episode of which makes, well, 
rather compelling viewing actually. 

The CCTV camera installed on 
the wall of his home picks up pretty 
much all of the world that goes past 
his window. 

“If a car comes past and I want to 
stop the picture, I can. Or if someone 
walks down the street, I can stop it. 
I can turn it up (he turns up the vol¬ 
ume) and I can hear them talk.” 

Dai, 74, demonstrates how his 
camera can be trained up the street 
and would be able to see further still, 
if it wasn’t for a hedge obscuring the 
view. 

Elsewhere on the neighbourly 
street, you might say it’s like watch¬ 
ing an episode of Casualty, The Bill 
and London’s Burning all rolled into 
one. Certainly the emergency ser¬ 
vices - luckily Victoria Memorial 
Hospital is on the corner of the 
street - would seem to be popular 
around here. 

In Gungrog Stores, manager Kate 
Thomas watches the world go by 
from her little window. 

“You see a bit of everything,” she 
says. 

Resident Cheryl Bowen, 45, says: 
“There was a house fire and that’s 
why they are now putting in the new 
electrics at the other houses. 

“I was the first on the scene. The 
children from the house came run¬ 
ning to me to raise the alarm - my 
other half is a fireman but he was on 
the golf course. 

“But the house was completely 
gutted.” Kate recalls another recent 


emergency. “The girl from next 
door came in here, crying her eyes 
out and collapsed on the floor. I had 
to call the ambulance,” she says. 

She also reveals there was a rob¬ 
bery here. And earlier people said it 
was a quiet street! Good neigh¬ 
bourliness appears to turn resi¬ 
dents into super heroes on a 
reasonably regular basis. Who 
keeps the “Superwoman” suit in 
case of such dramas? “I’ve got one, 
but I don’t wear it out,” jokes 
Cheryl. 

With two bus stops and a shop, 
there are plenty of places to stop 
and natter about local goings-on. 
Word on the street? The new Tesco, 
the roadworks and the ongoing 
electrical work in the wake of the 


fire. Back in the street, a worker 
from the roadworks comes out of his 
hole, buys a packet of Extra Strong 
Mints and returns to his hole. Some¬ 
one else buys a cup of coffee to go. 

“I should put a table outside in 
the summer and make a fortune,” 
muses Kate. 

Gungrog Road is the place town 
councillor Pat Humphreys calls 
home. Clearly a bit of a character, 
the plaque outside her house has a 
picture of a squirrel with the words 
“Welcome to the nut house”. 

But she seems to get things done. 
She reveals how she once staged a 
sleep-in at the council offices. 

“It was to get a stair lift for my dis¬ 
abled son, Russell (who died last 
year, aged 44). 


Actions speak louder than words 
sometimes. I’m a bit of a rebel.” 

Down the road, wagging his tail, 
comes Bob the dog, with owner 
Nigel Davies, who’s just picked up 
his granddaughter, Keeley Davies, 
aged three, from the school at the 
top of the street. 

“I’m getting her from school and 
hopefully very little after that,” he 
says with a smile. 

He won’t be going to the new 
Tesco, then. 

“Not going on principle,” he says. 

Outside the shop by the bus stop, 
resident Louise Wilson is wearing 
her posh “to-town” clothes. 

“I put my old coat on for the shop 
and my best for town,” she says.

Campaigners say the move will cost lives 
across Oswestry and Mid Wales. 

Mum-of-three Helen Jervis has been at 
the forefront of the Mid Wales campaign and 
said: “Thanks to everyone who came. It was 
an amazing turn out. 

“It was a very successful and well organ¬ 
ised event. Let’s hope they listen.” 

Local Welsh Assembly candidates Wyn 
Williams (Lib Dem) and Russell George 
(Conservative) helped to marshall the event 
and praised the organisers. 

Mr Williams said, “There is huge discon¬ 
tent about the proposals to relocate mater¬ 
nity and children’s services away from 
Shrewsbury Hospital.

“Our demonstration sent out a strong 
message to the Trust and the Government 
in England, that we consider access to ser¬ 
vices are important.

Telford hospital. 

“English authorities need to acknowledge 
Welsh customers! 

“The Government in England must com¬ 
municate with the Government of Wales to

“The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
Trust will surely now have to sit up and take 
notice of local opinion. 

Mr George added: “I would like to con¬ 
gratulate the organisers of this successful 
demonstration.

A BUSINESSMAN who converted part of his 
struggling farm supplies firm into a cannabis 
factory has been ordered to repay more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Police found 247 cannabis plants - capable of 
producing drugs with a street value of £49,000 
- in July 2008 at a barn owned by David Baker 


at Weston Rhyn, near 
Crown Court heard. 

Judge Robin Onions 
ruled that Baker, 60, 
must pay back £100,382 - 
the estimated value of 
plants found and profits 
made while the factory 
operated between Sep¬ 
tember 2007 and July 
2008. 

Judge Onions said: “This 
was an ill-conceived ven¬ 
ture into production of 
cannabis. 

“You probably didn’t 
know how Proceeds of 
Crime Act laws are 
designed to deprive you of 
your illegal earnings, but 
you do now. 

“The defendant clearly 
did this for commercial rea¬ 
sons, most probably to prop 
up a failing business, as his 
tax returns show that it 
wasn’t a particularly prof¬ 
itable company.” 

The court heard Baker, of 
Rhos Wiel, Weston Rhyn, 
was sentenced to three 
years in prison in August 
2009 for running the illegal 
factory, which was capable 
of producing 9.8 kilos of 
smokeable cannabis. He 
has since been released. 

Judge Onions said Baker 
accepted he made money 
from the operation, but 
denied it was as much as 
had been stated. 


Oswestry, Shrewsbury 

Baker had been unable to 
tell police exactly how much 
of his income came through 
legal transactions, but 
argued some had been 
raised through the sale of 
caravans to travellers. 

Judge Onions accepted 
Baker may be being harshly 
treated due to his poor 
record-keeping, but said the 
laws were designed to be 
“draconian” when dealing 
with people who had made 
large profits through crime. 

Records 

He added: “The defen¬ 
dant couldn’t provide many 
records or documents to 
validate where these 
monies came from. 

“It would be a pure guess 
and it’s not part of my duty 
as a judge to indulge in 
guess work.” 

An initial estimate that 
Baker would have to repay 
almost £600,000 was con¬ 
siderably reduced after a 
study by a police forensic 
banking expert. 

Baker, who the court 
heard has estates worth 
more than £246,000, was 
given six months to repay 
the money. 

Judge Onions warned 
Baker he could serve a fur¬ 
ther three years if he failed 
to repay the money within 
this time.

It also looks at ways to 
improve the safety of Shrop¬ 
shire’s roads and road users. 

A supporting implementa¬ 
tion plan covers detailed 
transport priorities and an 
outline capital programme 
for the next four years, 
showing how the council 
plans to spend its budget. 

Under its capital settle¬ 
ment for 2011/12 to 2014/15, 
Shropshire Council will 
receive a significantly 
reduced amount of money 
from the Government to 
spend on transport and 
highways projects.

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Accidental 
death on 
man killed 
by tree 

A MAN WAS killed by a 
falling tree which he had 
helped fell while at work, an 
inquest heard. 

David Arthur Francis, 60, 
of Trewern, near Welshpool, 
was working with colleagues 
at a wood in Bwlch y Cibau, 
near Llanfyllin when he was 
hit by the tree. 

Powys coroner Mr Peter 
Maddox recorded a verdict of 
accidental death at the 
inquest at Welshpool Magis¬ 
trates Court. 

The court heard Mr Fran¬ 
cis, who worked for Access 
Hire Services, had been called 
to work on felling the trees to 
clear space for power lines on 
February 24 last year. 

Felling 

He was on the ground 
while colleague Christopher 
Jones felled the tree. But as 
it came down it hit another 
tree which hit Mr Francis on 
the head, killing him. 

Mr Jones told the hearing 
that when felling trees a 
space of two tree lengths was 
created around the tree to 
avoid accidents, but Mr 
Francis had been within one 
length. 

He said: “As I prepared 
the final cut the tree came 
down and I presumed that 
Dave had moved out of the 
way, but he hadn’t. 

“The tree came down and 
a branch hit another tree 
bringing that down and 
landing on Dave.” 

David Wynne, a Health 
and Safety Executive inspec¬ 
tor, said Mr Francis should 
have been stood two tree 
lengths away, but on this 
occasion he was not. 

Mr Maddox said the med¬ 
ical cause of death was head 
injuries.

“Concerns over sewage backing up to homes in the area 
were voiced at a public meeting in February attended by 
Dwr Cymru Welsh Water and Severn Trent but have been 
totally ignored,” said Mrs Pennington. 

“Sewage is backing up into gardens and there have been 
problems in the area for up to 20 years that are being 
ignored while the water authorities put up prices. 

“The people of St Martins and Weston Rhyn are seriously 
aggrieved that Welsh Water is taking no notice of them,” 
she added. 

Resolve grievances 

The meeting resolved to call on residents from both vil¬ 
lages to withhold the standing charge to Welsh Water from 
payment of bills to Severn Trent until the grievances are 
resolved. 

A spokesman for Dwr Cymru Welsh Water said: “We are 
committed to addressing issues of flooding that we are 
aware of and have been working closely with Severn Trent 
Water and Shropshire Council to establish a drainage forum 
to discuss flooding issues in this area. 

“We have been in contact with residents who have 
reported problems to us and carried out remedial work 
where necessary. 

“All agencies involved in the forum are continuing to 
investigate the situation in areas where problems are being 
reported. For us to understand fully what is happening, we 
would urge people to report any incidents to our emergency 
helpline immediately on 0800 085 3968. 

“Our maximum level of charges are set by the water 
industry regulator Ofwat and reflect the fact that Welsh 
Water serves a very large geographical area which has a rel¬ 
atively small population. 

“We therefore have more pipes, sewers and equipment to 
operate and maintain per customer than most other water 
companies.”

Taxi driver sold 'meow 
meow' drug from his car 


A 42-YEAR-OLD TAXI driver who sold the drug “meow meow” from 
his private hire car has been given a suspended jail sentence. 

Simon Perry was found with 11 bags of the Class B drug mephedrone 
by police when his taxi was stopped in Oswestry last year. 

At Shrewsbury Crown Court, Perry was given a 12-month prison sentence, suspended 
for two years, and ordered to complete 150 hours unpaid work. 

Recorder Nigel Baker QC said it was a “sad state of affairs” to see a man in court for the 
first time and for the criminal distribution of drugs. 

“You were involved for gain because you were short of money and to fund your own habit, 
and while you have kept your liberty, you have lost your good character,” he said. 


Opening lined 
up for town’s 
new market 

WELSHPOOL’S NEW outdoor mar¬ 
ket will open next month. 

Town council clerk Robert Robinson said 
that the street market would open every 
Monday from April. 

“It will definitely open on either April 4 or 
11 but we are still waiting for the final 
stamp of approval from the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly.” 

He said he believed the idea would boost 
trade in the town and help to enhance the 
town centre. 

“Most other towns, including Newtown 
and Oswestry, had outdoor markets and it 
is now Welshpool’s chance to thrive by hav¬ 
ing one, “ he added. 

“We have received a lot of interest and 
have a wide variety of stalls situated along 
Broad Street and High Street,” he said. 

“It will of course mean less parking on the 
street for one day a week but it’s something 
that needs to be done if people want a mar¬ 
ket here. The outdoor market will be in 
addition to the indoor market we already 
have in the town hall.” 


Perry, of Maple Avenue, Oswestry, had 
admitted two offences of supplying Class B 
drugs and possession of the drug with intent 
to supply in July and August last year. 

Supply 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said police 
became aware of Perry’s activities and his 
Rover car was stopped at 2am in New Street, 
Oswestry, in September. 

He said one bag of the drug was found in 
the driver’s footwell and 10 others were 
between the driver’s seat and the centre 
console. 

“There was nine grammes of the 
mephedrone, commonly known as meow 
meow, and there was between £180 and 
£200 worth of the drug,” he said. 

He said police later recovered £740 in cash 
and a mobile phone and a list of names and 
text messages were found relating to the 
supply of drugs. 

Mr Jones said Perry was a licensed private 
hire taxi driver and had been supplying 
drugs to passengers. A confiscation applica¬ 
tion under the Proceeds of Crime Act 
against Perry was adjourned until June for 
him to provide details of his financial status. 

The court heard that Perry, who had pre¬ 
viously worked for the Post Office for 17 
years, had been a taxi driver in Oswestry for 
the past four years, but his licence has since 
been revoked. 

Mr Mike Sherwood-Smith, for Perry, said 
his client had been introduced to the Class B 
drug when it was known as a “legal high” 
and it gained some notoriety before being 
criminalised.

Family's

Mansell said Miss Powell 
was acknowledged for her 
outstanding contribution to 
orthopaedic nursing for 
more than 70 years. 

“She did a lot of work for 
the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion and was a real pioneer 
in her field, 

“She really was responsi¬ 
ble for the development of 
orthopaedic nursing in India 
and also travelled to Rus¬ 
sia,” Mrs Mansell said. 

“She was a very respected 
lady but also one who was 
generous, kind and 
extremely fair-minded.” 

“Although she didn’t have 
children of her own, she was 
very proud of her extended 
family.” 

She added: “The 

orthopaedic hospital was her 
life.”

Broadband will 
be examined in 
Welsh inquiry 

A NEW INQUIRY into broadband development in 
Wales is set to be carried out by the Welsh Affairs 
Select Committee, it was revealed today. 

Montgomeryshire Assembly Member Mick Bates, who 
has been campaigning for better broadband in the area for 
years, welcomed the news after he said he was concerned 
that Wales is being left behind other parts of the UK and 
beyond in the digital revolution. 

The Government has recently made a significant com¬ 
mitment to investing in the UK’s broadband infrastructure 
and developing next generation broadband. 

The committee has agreed to undertake an inquiry into 
broadband services, which will examine the current provi¬ 
sion of broadband services in Wales. 

It will also look at the UK Government’s broadband strat¬ 
egy, with particular regard to its potential impact on Wales. 

Pilot projects 

Other areas to be considered include the case for further 
Next Generation Access (“super-fast” broadband) pilot pro¬ 
jects based in Wales. 

It will also examine the extent to which the strategy of the 
UK Government will complement the Welsh Assembly Gov¬ 
ernment’s priorities for the future of broadband in Wales. 

This will include evidence of the take-up of broadband 
support schemes on offer; progress made towards improv¬ 
ing the provision of broadband infrastructure throughout 
Wales and eradicating broadband “notspots.” 

Mr Bates said: “I’m really pleased that the Westminster 
Government understands the importance of investing in 
broadband infrastructure in Wales. 

“There is serious concern that Wales is being left behind 
other parts of the UK in the digital revolution. 

“I hope that this inquiry by the Welsh Affairs Committee 
will help ensure that this money is targeted at the areas of 
Wales that are in desperate need of support.”

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Spotlight 
on golden 
age of the 
big screen 

WILL HAY, Robert Taylor, Madeleine 
Carroll, Henry Fonda... what a firma¬ 
ment of stars the cinemagoers of 
Oswestry had in store for them in Jan¬ 
uary 1939. And all for 6d in the stalls - 
that’s just over two pence in modern 
money. 

Memories of that golden age will be 
revived by an old programme from the 
Regal cinema in Oswestry, which is in 
the possession of Mrs Margaret Morris, 
who also has fond memories of the 
Regal. 

“My late husband Doug Morris and 
myself had an antique furniture shop 
in Oswestry for 30 odd years, called 
Parker’s Patch, and we accumulated 
endless things, as you can imagine,” 
she said. 

“This was one of them. I’ve moved 
house in the last month and I just came 
across it.” 

Incidentally the name Parker’s 
Patch derives from the fact that her 
husband’s middle name was Parker. 

“I can’t go back to 1939, but I 
remember both the Regal and the 
Kings, I think the other one was called. 
I remember going there in my teens 
when I lived in Selattyn. There were 
times when you had to queue to get in. 

“They were pretty basic. I suppose

A packed programme 



Remember this one? It’s the Garrison Theatre at Park Hall. Some folk may recall it 
as The AKC Globe. AKC stood for ‘Army Kinema Corporation’. 


I’m talking about in the 1950s upwards 
that I used to go. I didn’t go much after 
my teens.” 

Margaret, whose maiden name is, by 
coincidence, also Morris, can’t remem¬ 
ber where the old programme was 
found. 

“It was probably just in a drawer, I 
expect.” 

She has only just moved from Whit¬ 
tington Road, where the shop was, to 
Maple Avenue. 

Her late husband Doug was well 
known in athletics circles and in 2003 


won the first BBC Midlands Sports 
Personality of the Year “unsung hero” 
award. 

As for some hands-on history of 
Oswestry’s cinemas, and the Regal in 
particular, there can’t be many people 
around better qualified to tell the tale 
than Trevor Harris, who literally knew 
the Regal inside out. 

“I was told by old Oswestry people 
that the Plaza was a cinema before the 
war, showing silent films then, I 
believe, talkies,” said Trevor, of Thorn- 
hurst Avenue. 


“I was also told that there was 
another silent cinema in Coney Green 
and that still stands today as Cambrian 
Fireplaces. 

“In addition to them there was the 
Kings (now Wilkinsons) and the 
Regal/Granada in Leg Street, which I 
owned for many years. 

“Both the latter cinemas were con¬ 
trolled by Granada Cinemas. I was also 
informed that the Regal had been run 
by a W L Black, who also had a cinema 
in Cefn Mawr. 

“I understand also that when the 


Regal was built in 1933 somewhere 
along the line, Granada had an interest 
in this project, but how Mr Black came 
to run this I don’t know. 

“When I bought the freehold from 
Granada in about 1986 it belonged to a 
company called Rivoli Cinemas, which 
was tied up with Granada. I leased this 
in 1983, having taken this over from 
Paramount Picture Theatres of Welsh¬ 
pool. 

“Guy Baker had leased this from 
Granada for about four years after 
they closed it. The Paramount circuit 


was broken up and sold off after Guy 
Baker died. 

“I knew every inch of the Regal hav¬ 
ing converted this to three screens and 
then ripped it all out again for conver¬ 
sion to a cinema/nightclub. The Regal 
is now Seconds Ahead.” 

Trevor has been involved in films 
and cinemas for well over 50 years. 

“Having started in 1954 at the age of 
15, I have spent almost all of my life 
involved with films, both on 35mm and 
16mm portable, and now at the age of 
71,1 am still interested.”

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Waking up can 
be a tough time 
for pet tortoises 


PETWATCH

FOR quite a number of years now it has been illegal to 
import tortoises into the UK, unless they have been bred in 
captivity and have a certificate to prove it. Even so, we are 
still presented with a number of pet tortoises at our clinic 
every year, and most of those seem to turn up around now. 

The reason for this is that tortoises waking up after hiberna¬ 
tion are often in a poor bodily state, and can be very slow to start 
eating. There is actually a big question mark over whether or 
not tortoises should be allowed by their owners to hibernate at 
all, and certainly not all species of tortoise hibernate in their 
natural environment. In addition, the climate in the UK rarely 
matches that in the Mediterranean (the natural habitat of most 
of our tortoises), and tortoises being cold blooded animals are 
dependent on warmth to maintain appetite and metabolism. 

Therefore tortoises left to roam around the garden between 
spring and autumn are frequently exposed to less than optimal 
temperatures, and they don’t take in enough food or put on 
enough weight to see them through hibernation. Even indoor 
tortoises may not be being kept at the required temperature for 
their species, as the ideal might involve leaving the heating on 
all the time to maintain a background temperature in excess of 
20 degrees, and providing supplementary heat sources for bask¬ 
ing where the temperature needs to be around 30 to 50 degrees. 

It is a good idea to have tortoises weighed and measured pre¬ 
hibernation to check they are in adequate body condition, but 
even so, it is common to see tortoises at this time of year that 
have woken up but just won’t eat. Feeding should not be the pri¬ 
mary concern, but rather the provision of warmth and the cor¬ 
rection of dehydration. 

Therefore when a tortoise wakes up after a long winter in the 
garage, the important things are to provide a constant environ¬ 
mental temperature of around the mid 20s, and to encourage 
drinking. Tortoises usually drink by submerging their head 
under water, and can drink through both their mouth and nos¬ 
trils. Actually they can also take water on board through the 
opening under their tail. 

Water is best offered in a shallow bowl which the tortoise can 
access easily. In addition, at least twice a week, the animal 
should be bathed in a cat litter tray of water at 25 degrees, in a 
depth sufficient for it to take in water through its nose. Warm 
water bathing is stimulating to appetite and bowel activity. 

So in the first instance it is important to warm up and rehy¬ 
drate a tortoise. Even then a few may need to be admitted to our 
ward for further fluid administration and supportive nutrition 
administered by stomach tube. If you have a tortoise that’s wak¬ 
ing up around now, do speak to your vet about the best way to 
gat it going and eating again.

Talking of colourful cre¬ 
ations, you may have 
noticed the return of some 
butterfly species here in 
Shrewsbury. I’ve had pea¬ 
cocks, tortoiseshells and 
brimstones visit my garden 
in the last few days and 
although it may seem like a 
breeze flying about in these 
conditions and basking in 
the warm sun, a lot of our 
prettiest butterflies, 
endure extreme hardships 
during the colder months. 

Take our silver washed 
fritillary for example. Since 


the caterpillars of this 
species feed on violet 
leaves, the adult female 
must lay her eggs close to a 
violet plant. 

But by the time the 
female is ready to do so, it is 
August and the violet 
leaves are drying out. The 
eggs are therefore laid in a 
crack of bark closest to the 
violet plants. 

The caterpillars hatch 
soon after but then must 
find their own hiding place 
and survive the winter 
before emerging in the 
spring to fresh, new leaves. 
Surely then, they must 
appreciate this warmer 
weather more than us.

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Exciting new direction for Suzuki 



THE SUZUKI KIZASHI is com¬ 
ing to the UK in four-wheel 
drive format, ready to take a 
slice of the D-segment market. 

And be prepared for one of the biggest 
shocks of your motoring life for this is a 
2.41itre arrival set to take on the BMW 
320, Mazda 6 and Skoda Octavia. 

Kizashi - which in Japanese means “a 
sign of great things to come” - represents 
an exciting new direction for the com¬ 
pany and has been developed as the flag¬ 
ship model in the global Suzuki 
passenger car line-up. 

Suzuki GB has been carrying out eval¬ 
uation trials of the Kizashi Sport. Kiza¬ 
shi is built in the Sagara plant in Japan 
and is enjoying success in the domestic 
market there. 

So it really is not surprising that last 
week they announced the model will go 
on sale in the UK in December at £24,000 
with a very realistic target of just 500 
sales in the first year. 

It also went on sale in North America 
late last year and Australia in May 2010, 


as well as numerous European markets 
including Switzerland and Norway, 
where it is available with Suzuki’s highly 
acclaimed i-AWD system. 

I was fortunate to test the new version 
last week, and believe me, the Kizashi 
redefines the traditional performance 
saloon and moves the Suzuki brand 
upscale without abandoning the tradi¬ 
tional emphasis on value. 

Its energetic identity, a core compo¬ 
nent of the Suzuki brand DNA, is aug¬ 
mented by the vehicle’s overall mission 
to provide strong yet refined perfor¬ 
mance. 

The 2011 Sport model features a host 
of external and internal modifications 
that include a more muscular front fascia 
with chrome accents and lower grille; 
body side sill extensions; sports suspen¬ 
sion with 10mm lower ride height and 
lower body side mouldings with chrome 
accents. 

There are lightweight 18-inch alloy 
wheels; a unique sport steering wheel 
and contrasting stitching to the leather 
seats, gear shift boot and parking brake 
boot. 

Kizashi is Suzuki’s first mid-size 
saloon car and comfortably accommo¬ 
dates up to five people and their luggage 
needs, while retaining a sleek and stylish 
look and it will be one of the most “D” 
segment cars in the UK. 

The spacious interior offers plenty of 
leg and shoulder room, even for rear seat

passengers. Space is not the only factor 
in ensuring plenty of on-board comfort; 
the shape and position of the seats are 
designed to support a natural posture, a 
key factor in comfortable long-distance 
travel. 

Kizashi Sport is highly equipped as 
standard including; seven airbags, four 
electric windows, MP3/WMA compatible 


CD tuner with eight speakers, Dual Zone 
automatic air conditioning, 18-inch alloy 
wheels, keyless entry and start and fold¬ 
ing heated door mirrors. 

The four cylinder engine is connected 
to a six-speed manual transmission for 
heightened performance in the low 
gears, while giving economical cruising 
capability in the higher gears. In com¬ 
bined cycle driving, it has a fuel con¬ 
sumption of 35.8 mpg with C02 
emissions of 183g/km. 

A rigid steel body with a reinforced 
front suspension and a multi-link rear 
suspension constructed from aluminium 
allows for crisp handling with good sta¬ 


bility, a sophisticated ride and reduced 
chassis vibration with four-wheel disc 
brakes. 

Cabin proportions reward Kizashi dri¬ 
vers and passengers with plenty of space 
and there is a quality feel about the 
cabin. Enthusiasts will appreciate Kiza¬ 
shi’s sporty instrument panel, while 
those seeking a luxury saloon will be 
impressed with the leather seating. 

Outwardly, the headlamps comple¬ 
ment the look of width, while the front 
grille communicates sportiness. The 
Kizashi’s profile view combines a long 
wheelbase with one of the most modest 
overall lengths in the mid-sized segment. 

From the rear, further expressions of 
sportiness can be seen in the combina¬ 
tion lamps and a stainless-steel exhaust 
cover. 

Suzuki aims to sell 500 in the first year 
and with the December arrival, this looks 
like a good Christmas present to me.

Big hikes in fuel costs may 
drive people off the roads 

AVERAGE petrol prices have gone past the 
132p a litre mark, meaning that for the first 
time the cost has reached £6 a gallon, the AA 
has announced. 

The average price of petrol at the pumps is now 132.12p 
a litre, while diesel has also hit a new record at 137.92p a 
litre. 

The cost of petrol has risen 6.93p a litre since the start of 
the year, and 1.68p a litre in the past week, said the AA. 

A year ago, a litre of petrol on average cost 114.30p a litre 
and diesel was 115.31p. 

For a family with two petrol cars, the monthly cost of fuel 
has risen from £242.70 in March 2010 to £280.54 now. 

In the same period, the price of oil has risen from around 
85 US dollars a barrel to 113 US dollars. 

AA president Edmund King said: “£6 a gallon is not just 
another milestone along the road to higher fuel prices, it 
marks the point at which the wheels start to come off mobil¬ 
ity in 21st century UK.” 

Lower-income drivers, poorer rural residents, volunteer 
drivers, youngsters looking to their first jobs are some of the 
vulnerable groups struggling to stay on the road.” 

He added: “Over the past two years, the AA has warned 
that unbridled speculation in the oil markets and a constant 
drip of fuel tax rises would haemorrhage family finances to 
the point that it would damage the local and wider econ¬ 
omy.” 

Middle East troubles have brought matters to a head, but 
the writing’s been on the wall for months and only now are

the Government and business analysts taking notice. 

“The Government must act urgently to reduce the bur¬ 
den of high fuel duty and VAT. 

“In the meantime, drivers are going to have to manage as 
best as they can, by cutting out journeys, driving more eco¬ 
nomically and hoping that a stronger pound will cushion 
some of the blow.” 

But these high prices are already leaving casualties 
among drivers, consumers and business. 

“RAC motoring strategist Adrian Tink said: “Another 
day, another fuel price record. Now we see the average price 
of petrol hit the £6 a gallon barrier with no end in sight to 
the spiralling prices. 

“It’s time for the Government to act by cancelling the 
planned fuel duty rise of inflation plus lp in April. And 
something has to be done to control the price of fuel before 
driving becomes solely the preserve of the rich.”

Petrol prices continue to soar 


Used car prices 
continue to rise 

- but marginally 

USED CAR SCENE 

BCA’s latest pulse report shows that average values rose mar¬ 
ginally in February, largely due to a richer model mix in the 
nearly new sector. 

Values across the board increased by just £11 compared to 
January’s figure to reach £5,985 and are at the highest point 
recorded since December 2009. 

Values came under pressure in both the bigger volume sectors 

- fleet and lease values fell on average by £186 (-2.4%) while the 
part-exchange sector fell by £39 (-1.3%). 

In the more volatile nearly new sector where mix is critical 
values improved notably over January, rising by £2,208 (12.5%). 
Fleet values fell by £186 to £7,553 in February, with CAP per¬ 
formance dropping by just under a point to 97.7%. 

Year-on-year values are ahead by £189, equivalent to a 2.5% 
rise. Model mix will undoubtedly have had a part to play in the 
average value decline, with a lower percentage of higher-value 
premium cars sold in February compared to the previous month. 

The nearly new sector saw values rise sharply, with more than 
£2,200 added to the January figure to reach £19,827. The model 
mix was largely responsible for the increase with sold volumes 
of higher-value premium cars increasing by nearly 20%, while 
the number of volume models sold decreased by around 8%. 

BCA’s communications director Tony Gannon said: “Follow¬ 
ing a very strong start to the year in January, used car demand 
eased off a little in February thanks to a combination of increas¬ 
ing volumes and a reported softening of retail interest in the 
past two or three weeks. 

“While that slowing in demand has yet to manifest itself in the 
overall average price - largely thanks to a changing model mix 
that saw a greater number of high-value premium cars sold in 
February - it is likely that we will see more tangible evidence in 
the next few weeks as volumes start to rise in late March.”

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Singing the praises of 
the best of the best 


CARLY Simon may have been singing 
about a certain secret agent when 
she sang Nobody Does It Better, but 
she might as well have been paying 
homage to Porsche and its 911. 

Not only has it largely set the benchmark for a 
sports coupe that everyone else has to try to hit, 
it has also been tweaked and teased to create a 
number of different versions from the very fast to 
the devastatingly rapid. 

If you have somewhere in the region of £90,000 
to spend on a new sports car, keeping the 911 off 
the short list is an impossible task. It’s just been 
made even more impossible thanks to the engi¬ 
neers over at Weissach. 

There used to be a jump from the hot Carrera 
S to the hardcore GT3, but now the gap has been 
neatly filled thanks to the introduction of the 
GTS. Like all the best 911s its purpose is to offer 
the biggest thrills possible but without a teeth- 
rattling ride or giving up the ease of use that 


makes the 911 a genuine everyday proposition. 
Even for the uninitiated, spotting a GTS won’t be 
difficult. The black-finished alloy wheels will give 
it away, standard on the GTS and only available 
as an option elsewhere. It’s an unusual touch but 
a pleasing one, especially with a classic body 
colour such as white or red. 

The GTS also has the wider body that only 
appears on the Carrera 4 elsewhere in the 911 
range, and as well as giving it a wider stance and 
more presence it also provides a wider track, 
planting the GTS even more firmly on the road. 

It’s also distinguished by the Sports Design 
bodykit, which entails spoilers front and rear plus 
side skirts all finished in black. Colour choice is 
more important than on most 911s, but regard¬ 
less of your own decisions the GTS is still a stun¬ 
ning and distinctive machine. 

Porsche isn’t the kind of manufacturer to just 
have visual changes, so the tweaks underneath 
the GTS are even more interesting. Firstly the 
divine 3.8-litre flat six underneath the rear lid

has been bumped up to a mighty 402bhp, with 
changes to the intake system liberating extra 
torque at low revs. That’s matched either to one 
of the best six-speed manual gearboxes in the 
business or the dual-clutch PDK seven-speed. 

Go for the latter and you get conventional pad¬ 
dles behind the wheel, rather than the steering 
wheel buttons that appeared on early PDK cars. 

The suspension has also been lowered by 
10mm, and should you go for the optional carbon 
ceramic brake option, the ultimate in stopping 
power is under your right foot. With all that his¬ 
tory, presence and power it’s easy to be overawed 
on the first encounter with the GTS, but like all 
911s it is far from intimidat¬ 
ing. 

Slot down into the snug 
and supportive seats and the 
layout of the cabin is largely 
conventional, save for the 
slightly unusual view out. 

Firing it up creates the 
purposeful burble and dis¬ 
tinctive rasp from the flat six 
that has become a key part of 
the appeal, and the firm but 
not over-heavy clutch takes 
up smoothly. 

Trundling around typical 
British city streets reveals a 
car that is stiffly sprung but 
not harsh: you may be made 
aware of the bumps you 
cover but only disturbed by 
the worst weather-ravaged 
potholes. 

Pressing it into limo ser¬ 
vice might be stretching it a 
little but if you’re lucky 
enough to drive to work 
every day in the GTS you’ll

step out smiling rather than 
grimacing and holding the 
small of your back. It’s only 
noisy in the way that you 
would wish, with the engine 
falling away when driven 
conservatively. But that’s 
something you’ll be doing as 
infrequently as possible. 

Pushing on is what the 
GTS does best, and a clear 
stretch of road is the perfect 
opportunity to savour its 
abilities. 

Select a low gear, squeeze 
the accelerator to the floor 
and the GTS responds 
almost before you ask. An 
immediate hardening of the 
engine note is accompanied 
by a determined surge for¬ 
ward, regardless of engine 
speed, and as the revs rise 
the push becomes ever more 
emphatic until the need for a 
gear change is almost met 
with relief, unless, of course, 
you tick the PDK option, in 
which case accelerative 
bursts become one almighty 
blast until bravery or legal¬ 
ity intervene. 

The engine dominates the 
experience, and any excuse 
to hear it sing is a pleasure. 
Better still, the GTS comes 
with the sports exhaust 
which can be turned up at 
the push of a button. 

The first bend will be 
despatched with equal relish 
thanks to the immaculate 
responses from the steering, 
brakes and throttle. Stand 


firm on the reassuringly 
strong middle pedal then 
peel into a bend, and the 
GTS is itching to obey your 
commands, doing so without 
hesitation and with pin¬ 
point accuracy. 

Grip is immense and 
almost unshakeable, but 
push hard enough and there 
are sideways antics to be 
had. It is both immensely 
capable and entirely flatter¬ 
ing, a thing for the novice to 


enjoy and the master to 
savour. As if that wasn’t suf¬ 
ficient, the boring stuff is 
sorted too. The front boot 
offers reasonable space, you 
have a massive choice of 
options and especially with 
the PDK gearbox fitted 
there is surprisingly good 
economy on offer - if, of 
course, you can resist the 
temptation to enjoy the mes¬ 
merising performance.
